W ashington, Feb. 26.—The belated ap­ 
propriation bills were before the senate 
yesterday with the prospect of work 
early and late in order to complete 
them. Mr. Cockrell, chairman of the 
appropriations committee, made a state­ 
ment at the outset as to the condition qf 
the m easures and the need for night ses­ 
sions and speedy work. 
Mr. 
Gorman 
presented 
a 
partial 
agreement of the conference on the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia appropriation bill. It 
w as confirmed on the item s of agree­ 
ment and a further conference ordered 
on the item s still in question. 
The sundry civil bill was taken up 
then. The appropriation of $75,000 for a 
public building at Annapolis, Md., was 
struck out on motion of Mr. Gorman. 
Mr. Kyle (pop.,S . D .) secured an amend­ 
ment for a public building at Pierre. 
S. D. 
Mr. Hansbrough (rep.. N. D.) offered 
an amendment which was a g r e e d to. in­ 
cluding Bismarck, N. D.. among those 
cities to have a public building. 
Mr. Vest, chairman of the committee 
on public buildings and grounds, noti­ 
fied the senators of the far northwest 
that by “loading” these new amend­ 
m ents on the bill all of the appropria­ 
tions for new' buildings at Cheyenne. 
Boise City, Helena. Pierre. Olympia and 
Bismarck would fall. 
The provisions in the amendment 
adopted for the new' buildings are that 
sites shall be purchased in each city 
named at a cost not to exceed $20,000 
each for the public buildings. The ap­ 
propriation of $25,000 for the public 
building at South Omaha, Neb., already 
authorized by a special bill, w’as in­ 
cluded as an amendment. 
Pending discussion the vote on the 
joint resolution suspending certain op­ 
erations 
through 
the free zone be­ 
tween the United States and Mexico 
w as reconsidered abd the resolution 
sent back to committee. 
The sundry civil bill was then pro­ 
ceeded with expeditiously. 
The night session of the senate was 
attended by about twenty senators, but 
as question of quorum was not raised 
work proceeded on the sundry civil ap­ 
propriation 
bill. 
Committee

m ents were agreed to appropriating 
$5,000 to the widow or other heirs of 
each of the killed in the Ford’s theater 
disaster. 
The amendment increasing 
the • appropriation for surveying the 
public lands from $175,000 to $300,000 was 
temporarily 
passed.

Idaho giving notice of a further amend­ 
ment making the appropriation $400,- 
000. 
The amendment w’as agreed to appro­ 
priating $125,000 for surveys of lands 
w ithin the lim its of railroad land grants 
and amending the law on the subject. 
Mr. Cockrell offered an amendment, 
which w as agreed to, appropriating 
$30,000 for completing the statue of Gen.

Tecumseh 
Sherman. 
An 
amendment w as also agreed to, fixing 
the Shiloh National park commission at 
Pittsburg Landing. Tenn., and lim iting 
the cost of lands to $20,000. 
The 
amendment 
transferring 
the 
Mackinac Island (Michigan) military 
reservation to the state of Michigan 
was agreed to, as was the amendment 
for the expenditure of $40,000 by the 
Missouri river commission on the river 
at Sioux City.

of silver from different parts of the 
country, who have been in session in 
W ashington for the last several days 
under the auspices of the Bimetallic 
League, have progressed so far with 
their labors as to feel fairly confident 
they will be able to organize a new 
party w’hich will command the support 
of the silver men throughout the coun­ 
try. A platform has been agreed upon 
w’hich plants the whole party on the 
plank of free silver, eliminating all the 
other demands of the Populist platform 
of 1892.

Gresham and Sir Julian Pauncefote, to 
be due that country under the award of 
the Paris arbitration tribunal on ac­ 
count of the seizure of some twenty 
Canadian sealers by the United States 
previous to the modus vivendi of 1892. 
The amendment

tacked by Messrs Cannon of Illinois. 
Henderson of Iowa, and H itt of Illinois, 
on the ground that the amount was 
unreasonably large; that some of the 
vessels were owned by citizens of the 
United States and $375,000 was for con­ 
structive or speculative dam ages (the 
estimated catch).

Great 
Britain 
Breckinridge of Kentucky. McCreary of 
Kentucky, Hooker of Mississippi, and 
Dingley of Maine supported the amend 
ment, m aintaining that the government 
no matter how bad the bargain, must 
carry out the awards of the Paris trib­ 
unal in good faith. 
Mr. Dingley de­ 
clared that It w’as preferable to pay 
Great Britain $425,000 than leave the as­ 
sessm ent of dam ages to an umpire ap­ 
pointed by a foreign power. 
The amendment carried in committee, 
blit was defeated in the house, 112 to 
143. 
Some excitement wan caused by the 
attem pt to strike out in the house the 
appropriation for an extra month’s sal­ 
ary for the employes of the house and 
senate and the clerks of members, but 
it failed, and 
the amendment 
pre 
vailed, 143-108. 
Motions 
to reconsider 
and recommit were 
voted 
down 
as 
promptly as offered until the opposition 
dwindled to a point where it could not 
get the yeas and nays.

rendered and the bill was passed.

Springfield, 111., Feb. 26.—When the 
house convened yesterday but thirteen 
members were in their seats. Mr. Kent 
introduced a bill to prevent gambling 
in grain, beef, pork, and lard or pro­ 
visions by corporations, brokers, or 
others. A number of bills were read a 
first time, Including McLaughlin's bill 
making mine inspectors inspectors of 
weights and measures at coal mines. 
W allace’s bill to establish and main­ 
tain the Eastern Illinois State Normal 
school, and Berry’s bill to authorize the 
judges of Supreme court to appoint 
private secretaries. All of these were 
referred to the committee on appropria­ 
tions. The roll call disclosed the lack of 
a quorum and the house adjourned to 
IO o’clock this morning. 
The Civic Federation of Chicago will 
introduce a considerable number of 
bills this week for reforms in elections, 
the collection of revenue, etc. Among 
the measures which will be introduced 
are the corrupt practice bill, the rev­ 
enue bill, the primary elections bill, a 
bill to enable voters to recover in civil

Minneapolis, Minn., Feb, 26.—Harry 
Hayward, the defendant in the murder 
trial, resumed the stand at the opening 
of court yesterday. 
He had evident­ 
ly been cautioned by Mr. Erwin and 
showed a disposition to condense his 
testimony. 
His narrative was resumed at tile 
point where he returned to the Ozark 
after the theater and first heard the 
news that there had been an accident. 
He 
hod 
difficulty 
in 
learning from 
Goosman, the liveryman, who was tele­ 
phoning about it to police headquarters, 
as to who was killed. 
He thought it 
w’as Miss Ging or Miss Ireland, and 
when finally he learned it was Miss 
Ging he became very much excited. 
“I thought of all our relations,” he 
said, “and how I had lent her money. 
I remembered that she had often asked 
me to lend her my revolver, and as I 
thought the matter over I became con­ 
vinced that she had been murdered. 
I 
don’t know what I said to the people 
there or at the police station. I’d rather 
you’d take their story for that, as it is 
probably true. 
But I was very much 
excited. 
I told the officers that she 
had on a blue dress skirt and not the 
black one because I knew it must be so. 
There are about sixty days in OJtober 
and November. 
During 
those sixty 
days I had probably’ seen her ninety 
times and I am sure that out af the 
ninety times there wrere eighty-seven 
when she had on a blue skirt. 
That 
was why I spoke as I did.” 
Mr. Erwin then asked him to describe 
his experience in the ”sweat-box,” and. 
despite Mr. N ye’s objections, he was al­ 
lowed to do so. He said he went down­ 
town the morning after the murder and 
was met by a detective, who asked 
him to go to the chief’s office. 
He did 
so and 
was under a constant fire 
, of questions all day.He would tell his 
! questioners a lot of things, they would 
' go out and find them all true and a 
fresh squad of inquisitors would take 
their places. 
I 
Hayward described how he was taken 
to the morgue and shown the dead body 
with everybody watching 
him. 
He 
didn’t know’ what he did, but said he 
felt bad and knew every 
one 
there 
thought him guilty. 
Thursday he and 
Adry were arrested and put in a cell. 
Adry seemed down in the mouth and 
Harry had said to him: “We’re not 
guilty. W hat’s the use of feeling this 
, way?” 
But Adry was dispirited and 
finally Harry said: “Adry. what is this? 
i You held her up on ce. 
Did you have 
anything to do with this?” Adry was 
silent and refused to talk any more. 
After that there was no further con­ 
versation between them. 
| 
This evidence brought in the story 
which Thursday had been ruled out by 
' the court to the effect that Adry was 
the masked highwayman who last April 
had held up and robbed Harry, Miss 
Ging and Miss Vedder while they were 
out riding. 
The fact that the charge 
was thus brought before the Jury will 
probably lead to a ventilation of the 
whole episode. 
Adry, it is understood, 
will go on the stand and deny the story 
with an alibi. 
Mr. Erwin next read the incriminat­ 
ing evidence of Blixt to the defendant 
witness and drew’ from him explicit 
denials of the charges made by Blixt. 
The same course was followed with 
Adry’s testim ony and this took a good 
deal of time. 
Adry, his brother said, 
had threatened to kill his brother and 
his father, and had often stated he was 
so devoid of conscience he could kill 
his father easily and not be troubled 
about it afterward. 
Mr. Nye, in cross-examination, asked 
all sorts of questions, evidently with a 
view to laying a foundation for im 
peachment of the witness' direct testi­ 
mony.

Council Bluffs, Iow’a, Feb. 26.—Three 
men supposed to be burglars who loot­ 
ed the First National bank of Griswold, 
Iowa, Sunday night, fought a desperate 
running battle with deputy sheriffs on 
the streets of Council Bluffs yesterday. 
It began at the court house yard w here 
the desperadoes, who had been passive 
captives, opened fire and made a break 
for freedom. In the conflict that fol­ 
lowed one of the robbers and one of ta? 
deputy sheriffs were probably fatally 
w’ounded; another of the gang was cap­ 
tured unharmed, and a third supposed 
to be dangerously wounded, succeeded 
in getting away. The battle raged in 
many parts of the city, renewed at in­ 
tervals as the robbers made a stand for 
an interchange of shots, and then re­ 
sumed their flight. A stray bullet in 
one of the fusillades nearly killed a mo­ 
torman on a passing car. and many 
other lives were in peril. 
The three jnen came in in the morning 
on tile Rock Island, registered at a 
hotel, and were here all day. A fourth 
man w’as with them, but is unaccounted 
for as he did ndt register.# They were 
located and arrested by Deputy Sheriffs 
I Nick O’Brien and A. R. Hooker. When 
the arrest w’as made the officers con­ 
ducted their prisoners toward the jail 
about a block distant. 
As they turned into the court house 
yard, all three prisoners together drew’ 
revolvers and began firing. Both offi­ 
cers returned the fire and one robber, 
giving his name as W. J. Smith of Bur­ 
lington. Iowa, was shot. The other two 
escaped and ran down Fifth avenue to­ 
ward the river. 
Hooker and others went in hot chase, 
firing as they ran. A mail van came 
along. Hooker mounted and was thus 
enabled to get quite close to the fleeing 
robbers. Finally the fugitives wrere 
cornered. Hooker’s gun w’as empty 
and the driver of the van had no gun. 
The robbers thus got away again and 
separated, but opportunely Detective 
Weir of the city force came up, and af­ 
ter a hot chase overhauled one man and 
lodged him in jail. The third is still 
at large, but is supposed to be wounded 
and will probably be captured. 
O’Brien was shot in the left side just 
above the hip. He is still unconscious. 
It is believed his wound will prove fatal 
Smith, the wounded burglar, is likely 
to die.

Miss Mary Desha of this 
city and a member of the committee 
on equal pay for equal work, argued on 
this line and discussed the proposition 
that public purity is based on indi­ 
vidual morality. 
Frances W. Harper 
of Pennsylvania, 
a 
colored 
woman, 
characterized the present sentiment as 
to the true position of colored women 
as unjust and claimed that the avenues 
of usefulness open to them are too few. 
Miss 
Virginia Chanler Titcomh of 
New York City urged married women 
to keep individual hank accounts and 
to do everything tending to widen their 
sphere of usefulness. 
In the open discussion that followed 
Miss Susan It. Anthony took the ground 
that women cannot expect equal pay 
for equal work until they have equal 
rights before the law and have the bal­ 
lot. 
The session closed with the contention 
of Miss Miller of Chicago that women 
have equal ability with men and that 
women in order to secure equal pay 
should act instead of announcing what 
they intend to do.

they had left the express car behind. 
The Landits indulged in considerable 
strong talk and then, mounting horses 
that were tied to a tree near by, they 
rode to the south. 
The engine and car returned to the 
rest of the train. The passengers were 
b a d ly scared. Men crawled under their 
s**ats and remained there until assured 
that the danger was over.

Through the Whole Length, of the 
Same Size As the Service Pipe 
That Drew Its Supply From the 
Main At Forest Park. 
There is now six inches of solid ice 
in the water main on Court street and 
Ruger avenue, and the flow of water 
east of Jackman street is thus cut off 
This condition of affairs was devel­ 
oped yesterday afternoon wh*%n Super­ 
intendent Mitchell, of the water com­ 
pany, dug up a section of the main, 
i’he ice had broken the main and re­ 
vealed a rather curious tr.ing inside 
the pipe. 
This main is six inches in 
diameter, extending from 
Jackson 
street 
to 
Fsrest 
Park 
boule­ 
vard, a distance of about twenty- 
eight hundred feet. 
The main has 
cover of five and a half feet of sand 
and gravel and a very little clay. 
On 
digging up the main it was found to 
be almost solid with ice, a two-inch 
opening being left about one inch 
from the bottom of the main. 
This 
opening was as round as the pipe 
itself, and attracted attention on ac­ 
count of there being 
solid ice all 
around it. 
The explanation is that two thous­ 
and feet from the point is the end of 
the six-inch main. 
Here a two*inch 
pipe is attached which supplies For­ 
est Park people with domestic water. 
The water in the large main stands 
still, as there is no general circuition 
larger in diameter than the diameter 
of the outlet. It has been demonstrat­ 
ed that a line of two and one-half 
inch pipe can be laid for one thousand 
feet, with one end attached to a pump, 
and a one-inch opening at the other. 
Fill this pipe with crystal water, and 
then pump in a chlored liquid and the 
colored liquid will pass through the 
pipe only discoloring the crystal liquid 
in a stream of the Bize of the o aliet. 
The chances are that Janesville 
water consumers will use ice water 
for some time to come, as it will re­ 
quire many weeks for the ice to melt 
in the mains. 
Trouble is anticipated 
by this ice flowing to the hydrant con­ 
nections and shutting off the flow of 
water when it may be most needed.
